Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant pointed out that Gitlin does not show bending straps that 
are oriented obliquely to the bend line of the sheet material as defined by claim 121. Applicants pointed to Figure 9 of 
Gitlin and showed working models that appear to show that Gitlin's bending strap twists about its axis and thus would 
extend parallel to the bend line of the sheet material. The examiner maintained that the illustration in Figure 9 of Gitlin 
shows that the bending strap in fact does have a component that extends across the bend line of the sheet material. 
As to claim 134, the applicants maintained that Gitlin does not show adjacent pairs of arcuate slits that define bending 
straps extending obliquely across the bend line with increasing strap width dimensions with a minimum width 
dimension with the minimum width also extending obliquely across the bend line. Examiner indicated that this claim 
appeared to define over the Gitlin teaching. As to claim 169, the examiner indicated that Figures 10e and 10f show the 
claimed arcs at 34. Applicants agreed to amend the claim by bringing out that the arcs diverge away from one another. 
No specific agreement reached at this time. 
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
